Bob Rowe has a unique way of 
bringing smiles to the faces of nursing 
home residents. For more than 17 years 
Rowe has visited state nursing homes, 
three to five times a week, with his 
guitar and a wide variety of gospel, 


folk, country, and inspirational sing- 
a-long songs. 

Rowe recently visited Grayling’s 
Mercy Manor, where 23 residents 
enjoyed Rowe’s one hour presentation. 
Songs such as, “You Are My

Local woman winning battle 
against life-threatening anorexia 


California. Meredith said of that time, 
“That’s when I decided to get well 
myself, with my faith in the Lord.”

At age 12, Meredith Jones thought 
she had a weight problem. When she 
looked in the mirror she saw an 
overweight little girl. That’s when she 
went on her first dict. She cut out all 
food except soup and salads, When 
her mirror image didn’t improve, she 
cut out soup. With no perceived 
improvement, she finally cut out 
salads, and ate nothing. She lost 25 
pounds and still saw herself as 
overweight, but by that time she had to 
be hospitalized. 

That was the beginning of her 
lifelong struggle with anorexia. 
Anorexia is an eating disorder that 
affects hundreds of thousands. Left 
untreated, anorexia will kill, It most 
often affects young girls who typically 
go throughastage of their development 
when they are obsessed with a fear of 
being overweight. Anorexia causes 
them to think that the tiniest portion of 
food will make them tremendously 


obese. That is what Meredith Jones 
has lived with for the past fourteen 
years, and what she can expect to live 
with for the rest of her life. 

Meredith’s story was reporied in the 
Avalanche last September. At that time 
her anorexia was threatening her life, 
and she had gone to California to 
receive treatment from Dr. Fishman, 
atthe El Camino Hospital in Mountain 
View. On her first day in California 
she expericnced a total pancreas shut- 
down. She was rushed, by ambulance, 
to the emergency room. That day she 
weighed 58 pounds, Four days later, 
with her pancreatic problem stabilized, 
Meredith was transferred to the 
psychiatric unit, under the direction of 
Dr, Fishman, but when it was 
discovered that her health insurance 
wouldn’t pay for treatment, she was 
released. 

Her future was set, her premature 
death was acertainty. She was taken to 
her parents’ home in Saratoga, 


Saturday storm hits

7-97 and Walsh Road were closed 
to traffic for a while because of the 
storm damage. 


Power lines were disrupted through- 
out the county. The City of Grayling 
lost power for about two and a half 
hours. Other residents in outlying areas 
lost power until Sunday. 


Today Meredith is back home with 
her husband in Grayling. Through faith 
and self-determination, she is fighting 
her sickness one day ata time, and she 
is winning. At five feet tall, she now 
weighs between 75 and 80 pounds, 
and has regained alot ofher losthealth. 
“I need to weigh between 85 and 90 
pounds, and I know that I'll make it, 
but I don’t monitor my weight, I just 
eat what I need,” she said. 

One of the greatest joys of 
Meredith’s recovery has been in her

Local groups ask DNR for thorough evaluation 
before deciding fate of Grayling's downtown dam

Local groups concemed with the 
future of the AuSable River have asked 
for “no action” to be taken on the 
removal of the Grayling stump pond 
dam until a thorough evaluation of the 
consequences of the Salling Dam 
removal is made. Inacooperative effort 
to preventany sudden or unannounced 
action by the Fisheries Division of the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources, a letter from the AuSable 
River Property Owners Association, 
the Anglers of the AuSable, and the 
George Mason Chapter of Trout 
Unkimited was sent to DNR officials 
asking that cight specific stepsbe taken 
before any action proceeds on the 
stump pond issue, The letter states: 


Considerable public discussion has 
taken place regarding the future of 
Grayling's “stump pond" dam. Two 
potential courses of action have 
recently received considerable 
exposure: [1] removal of the damand,

[2] establishment of a legal lake level 
as a means of forcing that the dam 
remain. 

Other alternatives that have been 
part of the public discussion and may 
warrant consideration include, but are 
not limited to; [1] Enhancing 
“channelization” of the river through 
the stump pond; and, [2] Making no 
change in the siatus of the stump pond 
and dam. 

Since the removal of the Salling 
Dam, significant changes have 
occurred in the former Salling Pond 
area, the stump pond and the 
connecting river. The formation and 
flushing of the river channel and 
stabilization of the banks in former 
Salling Pond is taking place over an 
extended period of time. 

Silt deposits from Salling Pond into 
the stump pond have created a de- 
facto river channel and a more direct 
flow of the river through the pond. 
Previously, the lack of flow through 
the pond created an increase in water

temperature that was potentially 
harmful to trout. With the increased 
rate of flow through the pond, this 
situation has been at least partially 
mitigated, 

Itwill be some time before the impact 
of the changes taking place in the 
Salling/stump pond areas can be 
accurately assessed. Additionally, a 
number of other factors may have an 
impact upon any decision to change 
the status of the stump pond dam. 

Accordingly, we strongly urge that 
noaction be taken to change the status 
of the stump pond dam until: 

* Sufficient time has passed to fully 
and accurately gauge the impact of 
the Salling pond drawdown, including: 

-stability and viability of the new 
river channel 

-apparent changes for the better in 
the stump pond water-heating situation 
{mentioned above] 


-final disposition and impact of silt 
flushed from the upper pond, including 
the final impact on riparian owners in 
the Salling-stump pond area 

° There is a written assessment of 
the potential change in minimum and 
maximum river flows [high & low 
water levels] that may be caused by 
the removal of both of these buffers 
{dams] and the potential impact on 
the fishery and the riparian owners. 
(Will the river become more “flashy” 
and, if so, to what extent? Would 
flooding of previously unaffected low- 
lying areas become more likely?) 
Consideration should be given to the 
increase in direct storm water 
discharge from the Grayling area 
Storm system to the river over the last 
twenty years. 

* There is a written assessment of 
the potential impact to the extensive 
wetlands area extending to the south 


Rayburn, Truettner 
lodges to be moved

Preparations have started for the 
moving of the Rayburn and Tnucttncr 
Lodges. Both the Rayburn and 
Truettner Lodges, located along the 
banks of the AuSable River 
mainsircam, were part of recent land 
acquisitions by the Michigan Natural 
Resources Trust Fund, Under that fund, 
properties acquired are cleared of 
buildings, and Jands are allowed to go 
back to their natural state. 


Jim McMillan of the DNR reported 
that the buildings from both properties 
will be moved via road to their new 
locations, and those moves should take 
place within the next couple of wecks. 


The Tructtner buildings are to be 
moved to other locations along the 
river, as is the carctaker’s lodge from 
Raybum’s. The Rayburn Lodge will 
be moved to its hew location in 
Missaukce County,

« There is a written assessment of 
the potential impact to the fishery with 
potential free-passage of fishandother 
aquatic life throughout the upper river 
system. 

© There is a written assessment of 
the possible changes in recreational 
use patterns and resulting needs with 
a potentially free-flowing upper river 
area. (Will there be an increase in 
fishing and paddlesports use of the 
upper river area, upstream of 
Grayling? How will this potential 
increased use be managed & facilities 


provided?) 

¢ There is a determination whether 
there is cause for concern about the 
alleged waste dumping that took place 
during the 1960s in the M-72W/ 
AuSable River area, 

Bear Archery, among others, 
allegedly dumped and covered over 
various wastes in this area during the 
1960s. (Are toxins present in levels 
high enough to be a threat to public 
health or to the river? Would a change 
in the stump pond water level impact 
the status of any toxins which may be 
present?)

and membership of the undersigned 
organizations, which have a keen 
interest in the vitality of the upper 
AuSable River, we request that the 
Department of Natural Resources: 1] 
Establish and make public a timetable 
to address each of these issues detailed 
above within a reasonable time, [2] 
That the Department fully inform the 
interested parties and the public of 
their findings to facilitate a meaningful 
discourse on the issues relating to the 
future of the upper AuSable River area 
and the stump pond dam. 

The letter is signed by Steve 
Southard, on behalf of the AuSable 
River Property Owners Association, 
Don Boyd, on behalf of the Anglers of 
the AuSable, and Steve Mason, on 
behalf of the George Mason Chapter 
of Trout Untimited. 

MDNR Region II Fisheries Division 
Director John Schrouder said of the 
letter, “We received it, and J helped 
draft a response that will be coming 
from John Robertson’s ‘dépariment 
(John Robértson, Chief of the MDNR 
Fisheries Division], probably next 

week. Generally, the response states 
that before we consider the stump pond 
dam, we need to finish the Salling 
project, and that we would go through 
all the steps outlined in the memo, plus 
more. That includes having public 
hearings.” 

Schrouder explained that the 
difference between the Salling project 
and any eventual action on the stump 
pond is that the Salling Dam was in 
danger of collapse. Under the Dam 
Safety Act, immediate action had to 
betaken. There is no immediate danger 
from the stump pond dam, therefore 
there is ample time to study the results 
of the Salling Dam removal before 
any decision on further dam removal 
action is taken. 

Currently, DNR fishcrics personnel

are monitoring water temperatures 
below the Salling Dam site. Steve 
Sendek of the Grayling DNR field 
office said, “I am collecting water 
temperature data and this spring I will 
be putting it all together. I know that 
below the stump pond and below the 
Salling site the temperatures were 
significantly cooler last year.” He 
added, “That may not mean much 
because of the cool weather last year.” 
Sendck explained that the DNR now 
studics ecosystems rather than single 
plant or animal life in any given area. 
“There is anentire ecosystem of aquatic 
organisms and other critter life that 
need to be evaluated before we can 
move to another project,” he said. 
Sendek also said that the U.S. 
Geological Survey did a study of 
sediment transport after the removal 
of the Salling Dam, and that after the 
first year the sediment flow dropped 
significantly. Sediment flowing 
downstream from Salling Lake had 


‘creatéd a problem for property owners 


in that area prompting the formation 
ofthe AuSableProtection Association. 
After the dam removal they had asked 
the DNR to establish a legal lake level 
on the stump pond to prevent any 
further sediment flow downstream. 
Connie Swander of the AuSable 
Protection Association satd of the 
above letter, “We have not met as a 
group to discuss it, but I personally 
don’t have a problem with 1.” 

Onc of the letter’s co-authors, Steve 
Southard, said, “We are only trying to 
find out whether the DNR will look at 
the problems outlined in the Ietter. We 
would like to replace DNR rhetoric 
with a scientific plan.” 

Steve Mason of Trout Unlimited 
agreed, “We don’t want the DNR to 
establish a legal lake level on the stump 
pond, or pull down the stump pond 
dam without our questions being 
answer

Classroom space at St. Mary’s 
Catholic Church, won’tbea temporary 
solution to the overcrowding problem 
in the Crawford AuSable School 
District (CASD). At the latest Board 
of Education meeting, board members 
decided to withdraw their interest in 
converting St. Mary’s classrooms into 
classrooms for the CASD. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds 
explained that for their current use by 
the Catholic Church, the four 
classrooms are within legal state 
building and firecodes. For conversion 
into public school classrooms, state 
law would require some extensive 
changes that the church would rather 
not have done. 

Reynolds stated, “A rough estimate 
of the initial remodelling costs for 
those classrooms is $25,000, plus 
another $30,000 per year to lease and 
maintain them.” 


As an alternative, the board of 
education has authorized Assistant 
Principal Paul Lerg to locate three 
used portable classrooms, andtoreport 
back to them on a possible purchase 
price, 

Reynolds stated that he thinks used 
portables can be purchased for about 
$15,000 each, financed over three 
years, plus transportation and 
insiallation charges, He estimated the 
total yearly costs of having portables, 
including purchase price, to be in the 
vicinity of $20,000 to $25,000 per 
year, 

The portables will be set up at the 
Grayling Middle School, on the 
Chestnut Street side of the building, 
and will be ready to house Sth grade 
classes that were previously located at 
the high school, this fall. Each unit 
will be approximately 900 square feet 
of space, about the equivalent of most 
rooms within the middle school.

I SEE BY THE PAPERS that 
Sen. Debbie Stabenow of Lansing 
isoffand running for the governor’s 
job. 

It’s about 19 months before the 
November 1994 election, but 
modern potitics dictate thata would- 
be governor can’t get started too 
soon. 

Actually, Ms. Stabenow has been 
running for the Democratic 
nomination for govemor for several 
months, But things are getting 
downright serious these days. 

Ms. Stabenow announced the 
other day that she has raised $75,000 
in small contributions — from $10 
to $100 — and from more than 
1,000 individuals, starting on April 
1, 1993, 

These are requirements to qualify 
for the first steps of state aid for 
gubernatorial candidates, 

Under state law, ifcandidates such 
as Ms, Stabenow rcach all levels of 
compliance, they can receive about 
$1 million in tax moncy to pay for 
their primary campaigns, 

We can expect to see other 
potential governors —- such as 
former U. S. Rep. Howard Wolpe 
and perhaps others — getting their 
ducks in a row to get state aid for 
their campaigns, too.

ANOTHER TIPOFF that Sen, 
Stabenow is serious about her

they agree to charge no more than the 
amount Medicare approves for each 
service they offer.

Physicians who don’t accept 
assignment can charge more than the 
Medicare-approved amount, but 
because of a new law, they are limited 
in the extra amount they can charge 
you. This year, the most they can 
charge for Medicare covered services 
is 115 percent of the Medicare 
approved amount. For example, if the

The Stabenow qualifications, of 
course, place her exactly where a 
candidate for higher offices likes to 
find herscif —- on both sides of the 
question. 

If the plan is adopted and turns out 
well, she can point out accurately that 
she voted for it; so she’s right with 
those voters who like it. 

If it’s soundly rejected by the voters, 
or turns out badly, she can point out 
accuratcly that she didn’t like the plan, 
even to the third degree; so she’s right 
with those voters who don’t like it. 

There’s nothing wrong with such 
political positioning, of course; but to 
a cynical bystander, it sure is

your questions, Blood pressure is 
the force of the blood in the body 
pushing against the blood vessel 
walls, Itis recorded as two numbers 
written one over the other. The top 
number refers to the systolic 
pressure. This pressure is generated 
by the contraction of the heart. The 


1! bottom numberrefers to the diastolic

the vessel walls while the heart is at 
rest between heart beats. 

Medical scientists have determined 
a normal range for blood pressure. 
People who have pressures 
consistently higher than normal are 
said to have high blood pressure or 
hypertension (140/90 or above). 

High blood pressure indicates the 
heart is straining to pump blood 
through the arteries. This is an 
unhealthy situation and can result in 
the following problems: 

*The heart can become enlarged 
(congestive heart failure). 

«The arteries can become scarred 
and fess elastic; hardened and 
narrowed, they may be unable to carry 
the amount of blood the body's organs 
need, 

°Biood clots may form inanarrowed 
artery Causing a heart attack or stroke.
